A despatch received On Sunday from 
West Prince Albert states that reports 
reports bave been sent to Super- 
intendeat Gagnon, who commands the 
Mounted Police at that point that a 
hand of 15 Salteaux Indians from Nut 
Lake, relatives of Almighty Voice and 
the other outlaws who were killed two 
weeks azo at Manichanas Hills, had 
turned themselves loose and had been 
for some days engaged in chasing 
settlers’ cattle io Uhe neighbourhood of 
Saskatoon, and that one animal bad 
been actually killed. A _ squad of 
Mounted Policemen from Duck Lake 
and Batoche in charge of Sergeant 
Will left on Saturday night for Saska- 
toon, and another party in charge of 
Corporal O'Kelly, who fired the shot 
which killed Aimighty Voice’s com- 
panion, was sent ont yesterday after- 
noon from Princes Albert to reinforce 
the others. Instructions have been 
sent to the police to order all wander- 
ing Indians to return at once to their 
reserves, where they will be fed by the 
Government. It is said that the Nut 
Lake Indians are hea for’ Battle- 
ford, but the police authorities are 
determined that they shall not be al- 
lowed to get there, and no effort will 
be spared to head them off. It is not 
probable that there will be any trouble 
of a serious kind at present, but the 
police have made all necessary prepar- 
ations as far as is possible to cope with 
any emergency.

A CLEVER INVENTION 


By Staff-Sergeant Brooke Which Will 
Solve the Runaway Trouble 


Stalf-Sergeant A, F. M, Brooke of 
the North West Mounted Police is the 
inventor of an ingenious yet simple 
device which should become vecy popu- 
lar in countries where neckyokes are 
used in driving. [bt consists of a com- 
bination which prevents the neckyoke 
parting company with the tongue of a 
vehicle in case the traces or any part 
of the harness should break, and the 
horses run away, It also prevents the 
tongue from falling either when hitch- 
ing or unhitching a team—as the 
tongue cannot fall once the neckyoke 
has been putin place The danger ofa 
general smash up, such as is unfortu- 
nately too common in this country, 
through the breaking or disarrange 
ment of the harness is obviated by a 
simple arrangement which keeps the 
tongue of the vehicle from falling. The 
neckyoke is held in position by 
a movable latch which can readily be 
removed by pulling ona knob affixed | 
to the extremity of the pole, The 
invention has been patented in Canada 
and the United States and has already 
attracted attention, The appliance 
has been afiixed to a carriage owned 
by the lon, Mr. Laurier, who is much 
pleased with it and considers it a most 
useful invention, It has also been 
used by Commissioner Herchmer, who 


has recommended that it be adopted 
for general use in police vehicles. 
Sergeant Brooke has already had 


quotationsfrom eastern manufacturing 
irms es to the cost of manufacture in 
large quantities, and believes that he 
will be able to put bis appliance on the 
market ata price varying from $1 to 
$1.50, according to the material em- 
ployed. He proposes to have it manu- 
factured in malleable iron, brass and 
nickel plate in sizes to suit any vehicle, 


The drawings of the invention show 
that it is not only ingenious but neat, 
and it should cértainly become gener- 


ally used, as it will undoubtedly be the 
means of preventing many serious 


accidents,
